Handed to Japan Without Hescrve. 

PARIS, April $0, (Associated Press.)— 
The agreement regarding the Shantung 
Peninsula ahd Kiao-Chau which has 
bee reached between the Council! of 
Three and the Japanese delegates, pro- 
vides for their transfér without reserve 
to Japah, which voluntarily: engages to, 
hand the Ai yan Peninsula back to 
China. 

Japan, as.an dvonduiilg’ boeseaglountiy; 
gets only such rights, under the agree- 
ment, 48 are possessed by one or two 
others of the great powers. The whole 
future. relation between: Japan. and 
China, as well as the territorial integrity 
and political pore of China, is 
to come at once under the guarantee 
of the League of Nations.

No Prosecution Pending Déolsion on 
2.76 Beverage—New York Has - 
Beer to Last Until July 1. 


WASHINGTON, April 80.—Agents of 
the ‘Department. of Justice have been 
instructed to obtain evideftite showing 
what brewers continue to manufacture 
beer after midnight tomorrow, when 
prohibition of the use of foods in manu- 
facture of beer, wine,-or other intoxi- 
cating liquors becomes effective. 

This evidence, may or may not be 
used ‘in- prosecution of brewers, de- 
pending largely on what the Federal 
Court in New Yewk decides in the beér 
case now pending there. Whether pro- 
duction of neéar-beer after tomorrow 


‘}anidnight 4s prohibited, the Department 


of Justice has not ruled 
Manufacturers of ‘wine or beer who 


continue to operate after May 1 will do 
so at their own risk, although the de- 
partment has not indicated any intention 
of causing immediate arrests. 

The act of Nov. 21, 10918, considered 
by the Department of Justice purely as 
& food conservation measure, provides 
that ‘‘ after May 1, 1919, until the con- 
clusion of the present war, and there- 
after until the termination of demo- 
bilization, the date of which shall be 
determined and proclaimed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, ho grains, 
cereals, fruit, or other food products 
shall be used in the manufacture or pro- 


cating malt or vinous liquor for beverage 
purposes.’’ 

If near-beer is to be considered beer 
because of .the similarity in name ofr 
manufacturing process, its. production 
will be prohibited after tomorrow night. 
If it is to be considered merely & malt 
liquor, the prohibition will depend on 
whether it is intoxicating. Determina- 
tion of this question has not been un- 
dertaken by the Department of Justice, 
and no action to seek a court interpre- 
tation is contemplated at this time by 
the Department. 

This apparently leaves the initiative in 
the determination of this question to 
manufacturers of near-beer. It was 
emphasized authoritatively today that, 
pending a decision of the Federal Dis- 
trict ‘Court at New Yorkin the case 
brought by brewers to test the legality 
of the prodtiction of beer containing 2% 
per cent. of algohol, any person manu- 
facturing wine or beer will do so at his 
own fisk and without any understand-

Now, as before, the talk about making 
him Ambassador may be a device of 
his, political opponents to detach him 
from British politics. 

While the official Liberal Party met 
with a rout rather than a defeat at 
the last election, and for the moment 
the Labor Party is the Opposition in 
Parliament, it Is too early to say that 
the Liberal Party has no future before 
it. The free play of political opinion 
and action has not yet been recovered. 
Some time or other the Coalition must 
be dissolved into its elements or as- 
sume new forms. If only as a Free 
Trade party the Liberals, whatever 
their mistakes, have a right to sur- 
vive; and there is nobody in that 
party, there are. few if any men 
outside of it, who in sheer intellectual 
power come afiywhere near Mr. As- 
QUITE.

To remedy these conditions we need 
three things—food, munitions, and the 
good-will ‘of the powers. Granted these 
things, we shall.be able to occupy -the 
nonoccupied parts of Arménia, maintain 
"law ‘and order within'‘its boundaries, and 
put the Turks, Kurds, and. Tartars 
where they belong. We, are capable of 
doing that which.I say we can do, as 
shown by recent experience. You,men- 
tion the defense’ of Van, where 2,500 
Armenians fought successfully a Turk 
division and thousands of Kurds under 
the command of Dfeydet . Pasha 
from April, 15 to. May. 5, and 
then expelled them from that city. 
Further west of Van, in Sassoun, 10,000 
Armenians fought two Turk divisions 
with nearly 80,000 Kurds, from July to 
Sept. 8,:1915, when the Munitions of the 
Armenians gave out and then they were 
obliterated. Again, at Shabin-Karahis- 
sar, in the month of July; 1916, 5,000 
Armenians fought a Turk. division for 
twenty-seven days, until they shot their 
last, cartridge. ‘Here 3,000‘ Armenian 
women and girls drank-poison in/ érder 
not to fall alive into the hands of the 
Turks, and when the supply of poison 


"|\gave out ‘the remaining women cast 


themselves do from the.rocks and 
committed suicide. The world does not 
yet know sufficiently that. with the 
breakdown of the Russian-Caucasus 
front in 1917 the Armenians improvised 
a. force of 50,000 men and fought’ for 
seven months a Turk army twice their 
number under the command of Generals 
Vehib Pasha and Shevket Pasha. 

I am referring to these facts in order 
to support my’ assertion ;that all that 
we are asking for is an opportunity, to 
take care of ourselves. The powers 
must either’ protect the. Armenians or 
make it: possible for them to protect 
themselves. We are asking America to 
help us to help ourselves. Indeed, when 
we speak of mandate. for’ Armenia, we 
mean that we should be given the neces- 
sary material aid 80° we may be 
able to occupy our ‘éduntry and or- 
sganize its government: We are not ask- 
ing America to teach us. self-govern- 
ment; that we know. We are not ask- 
ing America to send ‘an American 
army to protect our frontiers or to 
maintain order within our. boundaries. 
We are asking for Very little, and we 
feel that we are entitled to that which 
we are asking for. 

We can easily raise a force: of from 
75,000 to 100,000: men in Caucasus ‘Ar- 
menia from amiong the trained men; 
We can raise a force of 10,000 men in 
the . United States.. We have about 
8,000 men who constitute the ‘‘Armenian 
Legion ’’ and who are now in occupa- 
tion of the major portion of Cilicia un- 
der French command. 

We sincerely hope that THe Trumes 
and other liberal organs, and all friends 
of liberty, of ‘justice, and of fair play, 
will rhove at once to support us at this 
most critical juncture; before it is too 
late.
